Along the 

Meadowbrook stream and 
in the Kallam Perennial 
Garden, the bright fuschia 
pink blossoms of the Red¬ 
bud (Cercis) dominate the 
colorscape. 

The Arboretum grows a 
wide variety of Redbud 
from various parts of 
North America and China. 
Offering summer shade in 
the Kallam Garden is Cer¬ 
cis canadensis, ‘Forest 
Pansy,’ with especially 
bright flowers. When 
leafed out after the winter, 
its purple foliage adds 
color interest until Autumn 
when the leaves fall.

Breaking Legs 


Now at the Pasadena 
Playhouse is a nice simple 
comedy—no deep 

thoughts, no bad words. 

The scene is a sort of 
anteroom to the kitchen of 
a family-run Italian restau¬ 
rant. The family meet their 
friends there and entertain 
them in appropriate style, 
meaning bountiful food 
and drink. The owner is 
Lou Graziano (Steven 
Mendillo) and his accoun¬ 
tant and sharp-witted as¬ 
sistant is his daughter, 
Angie (Marianne Ferrari), 
but this is not just any Ital¬ 
ian family. The restaurant 
is successful but the real 
money has already been 
made in a series of dubi¬ 
ous, probably illegal, ac¬ 
tivities. Lou’s relatives, 
friends and associates, rep¬ 
resented by Mike Fran¬ 
cisco, Tino de Felose and 
Frankie Salvucci (Richard 
Zavaglia, J.J. Johnstone 
and Eddie Zammit, respec¬ 
tively) are semi-retired 
gangsters, to whom the ex¬ 
pression “breaking legs” is 
not unknown. 


Into this cozy and prag¬ 
matic world comes 
Terance O’Keefe (Charles 
Lucia), a college professor 
who has written a play. He 
is known and admired by 
the daughter, Angie, who 
went to college for a while, 
until her father decided she 
had a more prosperous 
lifestyle working for him. 
The professor needs 
money to produce his play, 
although he has no illu¬ 
sions about its ability to 
repay its backers. Lou is 
intrigued by the idea of 
being a producer; he envi¬ 
sions arc lights and limou¬ 
sines! 

Probably not, says the 
profes.sor cautiously. This 
is an off-off-Broadway 
play, which takes some ex¬ 
planation, as does the term 
“break a leg” in theater talk 
(a reverse way to encour¬ 
age someone; superstitious 
actors don't wish each 
other “good luck”). 

Lou and his buddies, 
Mike and Tino, begin to 
think play producing 
sounds like fun—but

Garden Club Forest

March is Arbor Day month and the Sierra Madre 
Garden Club has been adding up. 

The Penny Pines reforestation program has been an 
ongoing philanthropy for the group and they have now 
given money to plant a total of 16 groves. They encour¬ 
age individuals to contribute to this program as well. 

With recent forest fires and other catastophes in Cali¬ 
fornia, it is necessary to replant some of the forests that 
have been destroyed. Natural reseeding does occur in 
burned areas, but often after catastrophes, potential for¬ 
est land becomes brush-covered. Once the land is cov¬ 
ered with brush, trees grow back very slowly—if at all. 

To accelerate reforestation, brush must be removed, 
the sites prepared and seedlings planted. Over the last 
20 years, wildfires have burned an average of 100,000 
acres of National Forest land in our state each year. 

Current appropriations allow the replanting of only a 
small percentage of this acreage. We must speed up the

Barney likened the branches, fo- ver 
I iage and blossoms as analogous to our lives and behav- in 
ior. It is what is seen first, what is most attractive but 
also what is most superficial. The trunk of the tree he 
likened to our attitudes which are life forming and what 
strongly influences the rest of the tree. Trunks change 
shape as they grow, just as our attitudes can change and 
reshape our lives. Attitudes are very important but that 
too is not the whole story. We now come to the most 
important part of the tree and that is the root system 
which is its source of life. It is what nourishes and sus¬ 
tains the life of the tree.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My dog’s nose suddenly turned pink and started 
developing scabs. My veterinarian recommended 
biopsying it and suspects it is a disease called D.L.E. 
What is D.L.E and what is the prognosis for this 
disesase? 

A. D.L.E or Discoid lupus erythematosus is an 
autoimmune dermatitis that is usually confined to 
the nose. It is thought to be a benign variant of sys¬ 
temic lupus erythematosus, in which systemic in¬ 
volvement is absent and the disorder is confined to 
the skin. Clinical signs of D.L.E are depigmentation, 
erythema and scaling of the nose. Ulceration and 
crusting of the nose commonly develop and it often 
spreads up the bridge ot the nose. Less frequently 
other portions of the lace can also become involved. 
It is frequently exacerbated by exposure to ultravio¬ 
let light. Definitive diagnosis is usually made by a 
skin biopsy. 

The prognosis for D.L.E is usually gtxxl. Therapy 
usually needs ot be continued tor life. Treatment 
usually includes topical and systemic medications. 
Topical suncreens will help with the sun exposure.

my family.” Her top priority is the best education for 
children, and she wants to see more tax dollars spent in 
the classroom. At Thursday’s forum she said, “$400,000 
has been spent on conferences and travel. During the 
fiscal year of 1994-95, spending was increased 29 per¬ 
cent [for these activities] during these uncertain finan¬ 
cial times.” She further stated that it is not wise to take 
children’s money “to spend on adults.” 

John Wuo: Also seeking a first-time election, Wuo 
feels that he can be a very effective “bridge builder” be¬ 
tween the Asian population in Arcadia (now estimated 
at 50 percent) and the community at large. Educated in 
two countries and “lived within two cultures,” he feels 
that he has a great understanding of the needs of every¬ 
one in the community.

The Arcadia City Clerk’s office handles only munici¬ 
pal elections, and is not involved in the Assembly or 
School Board elections. However, City Clerk June 
Alford graciously shared the following information re¬ 
lating to elections. 

When I questioned Ms. Alford regarding the election 
process, she stated that elections are extremely time- 
consuming, but very exciting. It is important to know that 
no individual or group can make decisions regarding 
elections. The conduct of elections is directly regulated 
by the State of California Elections code. 

These regulations determine when an election must 
be called, the specific election date, when nominations 
open and close, the dates by which campaign contribu¬ 
tions and expenditures shall be filed with the City Clerk, 
the dates when the sample ballot pamphlet can be mailed 
to the voters, the date voter registration closes, and the 
days when absentee voter applications may be processed 
and ballots mailed to the voters. 

Ms. Alford and staff would love to see a large num¬ 
ber of citizens exercising their right and privilege to vote 
in all elections. Let’s make them happy.

Raising the 'A' 


As a gift to Arcadia High School, the classes of 1968 
and 1969 purchased a 25 foot lighted “A” that was 
mounted on the east end of the north gym roof. The 
Apache “A” shone brilliantly as a symbol of Arcadia’s 
athletic victories. Over the years the brightly lighted red 
and gold plastic-faced letter signifying another victory 
for the Apaches could be seen by the community as they 
would drive down Duarte Rd. and Campus Dr. Year 
after year, teams would feel the Apache pride as they 
arrived back from a hard fought victory and see the 
lighted “A” recognizing another success. 

In 1992, the AHS Athletic Boosters and the Associ¬ 
ated Student Body together paid $3,000 to have the “A” 
completely restored. With a new plastic face, refur¬ 
bished electrical fixtures, and a paint job, the “A” was 
as good as new. 

Unfortunately, in June of 1994, the “A” was vandal¬ 
ized. Vandals released the “A” from its steel bracing, 
causing it to fall onto the north gym roof. As a result, 
the plastic face was smashed, the electrical system was 
damaged, and the steel supports were severed. Repair 
estimates range from $7,000 to $10,000.

spoke of the “elements” that attend the track and found 
them to be rather “different” but certainly not worrisome. 
He lives nearby, and has found the track’s efforts quite 
effective in keeping activities quiet and unobtrusive. 

When Cliff Goodrich gave his closing remarks, he 
asked that the rest of the supporters hold off on giving 
any additional remarks, before asking them to stand up 
to be recognized. Almost everyone in the crowded coun¬ 
cil chambers rose. In opposition, only three people ap¬ 
proached the council, including a man named Robert 
Ellison, who complimented the track and the turf club 
for its past performance. He expressed concerns, how¬ 
ever, that the track would continue to ask for changes. 
Others, like Shirley Cline, 
said that she has become 
jaded while fighting for the 
city that she knows so 
well. One woman ex¬ 
pressed resentment that 
only people within a 
1,000-foot radius were no- 
tified. City Attorney 
Michael Miller replied that 
this measurement was 700 
fe^ over what is required 
by law, and that notices 
were published in well cir¬ 
culated newspapers. The 
council ai^roved the mea¬ 
sure unanimously. 


After our unusually rainy season, the drought has fi¬ 
nally come to an end in Arcadia, as well as in other cit¬ 
ies.
